Washington, — The first appren- 
ticeship standards in the graphic 
arts field worked out jointly by 
management, labor and govern- 
ment have been announced by the 
Labor Department apprentice 
training service. 

Covering 16. specialized branches 
of the photo-engraving industry, 
‘the standards call for a minimum 
apprenticeship of five ‘years, at 
least 144 hours of related instruc- 
tion yearly, and credit for previous 
experience for applicants passing 
an examination.

Washington, D.C. — The House 
passed unanimously a compromise 
bill raising income ceilings for vet- 
erans taking on-the-job training. 

The bill would allow trainees 
without dependents to receive $210 
a month in combined wages and 
Government living allowance. 
Those with one dependent could 
get $270, and with two or more, 
$290. 

The present ceiling is $175 for 
men without dependents and $200 
for those who have one or more 
dependents.

In serving their own purposes, 
organized Drys are not dumb. 
After two futile test votes in 1934 
and 1936, the Drys left California 
strictly alone for more fertile ter- 
ritory. Just how fertile it has been 
is self-evident in the more than 
12,500 Dry victories in 20,500 local 
prohibition elections held since re- 
peal in the 36 states permitting lo- 
cal control voting. More than one- 
third of the entire nation has al- 
ready been Dried Up. Dry gains 
in 1946 were twice those in 1945. 

State by state, our unions have 
been fighting a lesing fight. The 
membérs of our organizations have 
taken the attitude of the Drys 
lackadaisically, and in many in- 
stances workers who are not 
directly affected feel that they 
will not be affected if they vote 
Dry. Open*warfare has existed in 
some states between unions and 
various representatives of the in- 
dustry with the Drys ever ready 
to take full advantage of the leaks 
in the dike. 

We, as secretaries of the unions 
in California, have no reason to 
be smug. Only ONE factor kept 
the organized Drys out of this state 
for more than a decade — the im- 
pregnable California Alcohol Bev- 
erage Act itsélf.

SF. Leads West 
In Pay to Trades 


(Release from State Fed. of Labor) 

Wage scales in the building 
trades of San Francisco increased 
| more than in most large western- 
| cities in 1947, and the rates in Los 
| Angeles increased more than any 
‘other large western city in the 
same year, according to a report 
issued by Max D. Kossoris, regional 
director of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

The average increase in the sev- 
|eral trades in San Francisco was 
|13.7 per cent from January 1947 
to January 1948. Among eight oth- 
er cities the amount of increase 
ranged from 3.8 per cent for Port- 
land to 16 per cent in Los Angeles. + 
Although the increase in the union 
scale exceeded that in many of the 
other western cities, the current 
scale itself is not generally higher. 

The largest increase in building 
trades wage rates in San Fran- 
cisco in 1947 was 56.3 cents, ob- 
tained by the bricklayers. A 25- 
‘cent increase was obtained by the 
carpenters, electricians, painters 
and plumbers. 

The largest increases in building 
trades wage rates in Los Angeles 
during 1947 were obtained by the 
bricklayers and the painters, 37% 
cents and 35 cents per hour respec- 
tively.

In the electric light and power situation which pre-

vails in northern California right now it would seem 


that a condition has developed which calls for prompt 
action by both state and: federal governments. 

The position taken on behalf of the California State 
Federation of Labor by Secretary C. J. Haggerty and 
published elsewhere in this. issue is timely and to the 
point. The suggestions made by organized labor should 
be heeded and:acted:upon immediately. 

Development: of’ electrical energy for our growing 
state has been. retarded and obstructed,’ especialy ‘in 
the northern portion of our state. Now-we are ‘begin- 
ning to feel the effects of this shortsighted ‘policy in a 
way that really hurts. 

To meet the inexcusable condition that exists it is 
proposed to cut the use of electrical power by 20 per 
cent. This means that the earning power of all workers 
who depend upon electrical power to operate will also 
be reduced a like percentage. 

Since private control has failed so dismally to:supply 
an.adequate amount of electrical power, it would seem 
that ‘the ‘time has now arrived: for public. government 
control to step in and take complete RE of the pres- 
ent: situation.

Mr. Black complained about the 
bureau’s refusal to extend this con- 
tract, which was negotiated be-" 
tween the Bureau of Rectamation’ 
and the Pacific Gas and -Electrie:

STIPULATION REFUTED 

Mr. Black states today that no 
such stipulation is: in that con- 
tract. Nevertheless, one article in 
that contract states as foilows: 

“During the term of this con- 
tract, and in order to meet the 
existing war emergency, the 
parties agree (without establishing 
& permanent policy in respect to! 
the distribution of power in the 
United States) that -they- will 
endeavor to carry out the pro- 
visions of the reclamation law pro- 
viding that preference be ‘given 
public agencies and cooperatives it 
the lease or sale of government 
power, by mutual agreement sup- 
lementary to the contrret, if; as 
and: when the ' occasion may ' re- 
quire.” 

Mr. Black also states there is no 
provision of reclamation law which 
provides for this preference of 
treatment for public agencies: We 
wish to refer -to Section 9(c) of 
the Reclamation Act of 1939, which 
states as fajlows: 

“Any sale ‘of: electric: power or 
lease of power privileges made ‘by 
the secretary in connection with 
the ‘operation of any ‘project shait- 
be for such period, not’ to exceed 
40° years, and at such rate as in 
his judgment ‘will produce power 
revenues at' least sufficient‘to cover 
ai appropriate share of the annual: 
operations and maintenance costs, 
interest onan appropriate share

The Pacific Gas and Electric 
raises a phony cry of “duplication” 
to block public transmission lines: 
If we read the New York Journal’ 
of Commerce ‘rightly, as quoted 
Monday in The San Francisco 
News, the Pacific Gas’ and Electric 
regularly tells Congress’ not’ to 
build public linés, because it will 
come to your commission, raise4 
money, build the lines itself, then 
collect from the “California rate 
payers. It calls that procedure 
“duplication,” and that is one 
reason why we are in’ trouble -to- 
day. 

HORSE ‘LAUGH DUE’ 

Next time the Pacific Gas and 
Electric cries “duplication” to Con- 
gress in order to stop the develop- 
ment of public power in our state, 
we predict a horse laugh will go 
up in California that will bé heard 
in Washington without thé aid of: 
an ear-trumpet. 

As recently as Septémber™ 25, 
1947, William G. B. Euler, vice- 
president and general manager of 
the Pacific Gas and Electric, was 
very. optimistic about his com- 
pany’s ability to handle any emer- 
gency which might’ develop. At 
that time he stated as follows: 

“Despite the combined - difficul- 
ties of an exceptionally dry year, 
unprecedented demands for power, 
and war-caused delays in the com- 
pany’s expansion, Pacific Gas and 
Electric is meeting the challenge. 
of serving dependable power in 
northern and central California. 
All regular customers are being 
served full power needs and we 
expect to continue maintaining 
such service. Furthermore, we are‘ 
accepting orders and delivering 
service to all new applicants. 

“To help assure ‘adequate - elec- 
tricity ‘for ‘our regular: ‘customers 
we’ temporarily have curtailed:

But all blame aside, the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor 
desires to make’ certain . specific 
proposals to meet the immediate 
situation.
